Nnnaimo Bridge. 

The Lands ■& \Vi>.WDepftrl;menfc is 
advortiaing for tondera for the con- 
atructioii of a wooden bridge at Nan- 
aimo. The stmcturo'.w&s long pi' - 
miaecl by the Government, but i s 
erection has been delnj'ed iiiilil the 
Yarj eTO of a general election — uot, >"f 
course, with 'he objoct of catching a 
fow votes — of course not! Govern- 
ments — and especially a Government 
compoBed of statesmen, as ourB is — 
never do nuch things. Therefore, if 
we were asked to give a reason why 
the work was not sooner commoucoil 
vre should have to answer, because it 
has not been commenced! "VVell thin 
liberal Government of ours which, wo 
feel sure, would never itoop to a low 
or contemptible act to carry a point or 
puaish an adversmy— having asked 
lor tfiiidars, have prepared the necess- 
ary specifioations — and one of the re- 
quirements of those speoificationa is 
tiiat the lumber to be used in the con- 
struction of said bridge shall be "Bin - 
, rard Inlet sawed lumber"and no other. 
Lumber sawed at Nanaimo would not 
aniwer the purpose. Nanaimo lumbijr 
ia a very good article; but, t]iien, Nan- 
aimo lumber, like the prophet, hath 
bonor save in its own country 
Therefore, the Lands & "Works prefers 
the Burrard Inlet article. The De- 
partment has a right to prefer.' It can 
say, thu8-and-so shall be done, and, 
presto! it 18 done. Should you ask 
the reason why thus-nnd-so is, you 
will be told, becauBe--it is. Should 
you suggest that the work can be done 
bt a 1388 cost to the country if lumber 
sawed on the spot bo used, the official 
will produce the last report of the Bri' 
tish Board of Trade and ho will dc 
monstrate to you that tea if imported 
by sea loses in quality and lliivor. 
Sawed lumber, ontbo other hand, im 
proves by exposure to ocean air, and 
the voyage from Burrard Inlet to Nan 
aimo (35 miles) is exactly what is rc 
quired to make the lumber all tbat 
can be desired. This explanation 
ought to be satisfactory to any reason- 
able mind. If tea deteriorates lum- 
ber must appreciate in value at sea. 
From the celestial nectar to sawdust 
tbe transition is so very natural and 
•asyl But an unreaionable mind 
might rebel against this logical eonclu 
sion. Its owner might even imitate 
the youth at the Circumlocution Office 
and "want to know, you know" who 
aire the proprietors of the sawmill at 
Nanaimo ? If he be industrious in his 
pursuit of knowledge he might (mo 
don't say that he will) find that one of 
the proprietors of that sawmill is 
member of the Local Legislature. Pur- 
suing his inquiries still further he 
might be told that the proprietor 
aforesaid ia a member of Her Majesty's 
Loyal Opposition; that he is a sturdy 
advocato of Beform, and that on sev- 
eral occasions he voted against the 
Ooverutnunt policy. All theoe things 
he might be informed of; but who 
would care to insinuate that in them 
lies the reason of "Burrard Inlet saw- 
ed lumber" being preferred to Nan.i 
mo lumber. Any per.sou acquauiLoil 
with the Chief Commissioner must 
Bcout such an idea. It is unlike the 
man. So different from bis well- 
known liberality— his largeminded- 
ness — bis effusive charity of which it 
may be said: —

Depend upon it, the Hooret is in "the 
briny," and no doubt, when a bridge 
is required at Burrard Inlet, Nanaimo 
"sawed lumber" will be wanted for 
ite construction.

EnrroR Colonist: — Tour timely 

warning to register was not givou one 
moment too soon, and boliove the free 
and independent electors of Lillooet 
over jealous of their political liberties, 
will noi be slow to array themselves 
against the "tyrant and usurper" who 
is doing his best to ruin and under- 
mine tho liberties of the people by de- 
])riving them of their privileges one 
after another. The policy of the Gov- 
ernment for the last four years has 
been marked by mismanagement and 
incapacity; also, with a great deal of 
raj^acity and greoil u.s, f<n- example, 
tlie Tesada affair, Hopo silver mine, 
and wo believe in timber and agricul- 
tural lauds.

whom, the great apostle to tho Gentiles, 
rather than be a burden upon those whom 
ho taught, worked at bis trade as a tent 
maker. 

The following is the extract referred to. 

"The past month will be iiicinorablo in 
tho records of tiie English Church, even 
less for tho enactment of a moasuro pro- 
tecting her at^ainst foreign bishops, than 
for tho jjroofs brought to lightot the no- 
cessity that exists for au onaotmeut pro- 
tecting her against hor own, Ac , Ac. 

Moro scandalous oven than tho debates 
of whioh tno membera for Rome were the 
heroes, havo boon tbOMO in whioh a ma- 
jority of tho Eugli.sh Batabliahod Church 
have been openly accused of flagrant dis- 
honesty, of direct broach of faith, of 
having falsified returns in w hioh they 
had a persona! interest, of liaving violat 
ed their own voluntary ])roiiiisea in re- 
spect ot tiio disposit.].)!! uf pr iporty over 
which thoy had Control, aud of having 
retained for their own uses cnormou.s 
sums of money which belonged to other 
people. If anything could liavo thrown 
into greater [ironiinerioo t hosi! revelations 
of episcopal excess, it would havo beon 
the startling statement of buiritual dosti- 
tntiou which was the occasion that drew 
thorn forth. 

The question arose Upon a motion for 
Church Extension by means of more 
oquitible .livjsion of (Miureh revonues, 
111 jnstilieation of wliicli it had beon 
shown that out of a po|iulation ot nearly 
four millions, distributed over a hundred 
aud thirty parishes in England aud 
Wales, only church-acoommudation could 
bo found for little more thaa half that 
number, by the wealthiost and most rich 
ly-endowed establi-Hhmeiit in the world 
This led to a eonsiihM-ution of the results 
of that arr-iiigeiiient hetween tho bisljops 
and the eiudesiast leal c.oniniission , euti-r 
od int.) fifteen years ago, by which tlio.se 
right rovorond men wore to bo aliowicl 
lixod iucomes ranging from betwoen four 
and five to no less thon fifteen thousaml 
a-yenr, but with the permission of still 
keeping the management of the property 
in thoir own lirtnds, subjeot only to the 
p.-iying over to tlie coiini' issioiiers what- 
ever Burphis might remain ufler suti.sfy- 
ing those fixed aud certainly uot illiberal 
annual stiponda. It might' have seeineil 
that such an arrangement could bo in no 
possible danger of being violated, seeing 
who were the jiartioB to it. lint flio i-e- 
verso turns out tcj he the fad, to a very 
sad ami surpijsiiig oxti-nt. Tho empty 
titles which Cardinal Wiseman and his 
brother bishops havo beeu taking without 
any legal right to them, are noihitiL' to 
tho solid thoiisinds whioh Rishoiis Uloni- 
liold, Maltliy, Muninor, Monk, and thoir 
brethron, havo bneii kcoping with as lit- 
tle equitable claim tt) them The last 
scvrn years' incoinos of ove.'i the mx 
minor H(}es sliow.s an I'xce.ss of tiventy- 
eight thousand pouuds more thau ought 
in conscienoo and honour to have been 
retained; and for the owners of the lar- 
ger 8003, one's broalli is fairly taken away 
by tho amount of doliiKjiionciy inqmtoil 
to them. For that sainn period of tievou 
years the liishop of Worcester appears to 
have pocketed, ou his own showing, a 
surplus sum of eleven thousauda pounds. 
Daring the fourteen years of the exis- 
tence of oomiuission woioh fixad the ati- 
ponds of tin sees of London rnd Win- 
cliostcr at ten and sin-on thous.iim * year, 
tho present owners of those sees appear 
to havo rctaintal (taking oven tho V(>ry 
doubtful authority of their own disputed 
retuius) a gross excess above the annual 
income deoiared to bo aufflcient for their 
Ruocassors, of nearly seventy-eight thou- 
sand pouuds in the ono case, and nearly 
fifty four Ihonnaiid iii the other. 15ut 
even Iheao llagr.mt iuslaiices aro nothing 
to that of tho 15iHlio[) of Durham. For 
Doctor Maltliy received Iuh see snlijeot 
to the new orrangonieut, Doctors Blom- 
llold and Sumner might plead a techni- 
cal right against a moral obligation; but 
tho prostnt Bishop of Dmhiuii, present- 
ed after tho dato of tho ecclesiastical 
oommissiou, oooupiod tho position whiah

thousand a-yenr. Yet this fortunate pre- 
late, after paying back to the commission 
■tomething more than eleven thousand a 
year by way of reduction of his income 
to the eqrdtablo point, is shown to ha\e 
retained, in 1847. twontv-sfx thbnsand 
pounds; in 1848, t won tv- three thonsand 
poundi; in 1849, nine thousand; and in 
18o0, twenty-seven thousand. Takin" 
the returns least open to question, it 
would seom that during the two septen- 
nial periods that have olapssd sinco tho 
establishment of tho commission, Doctor 
Maltby has received and retained eighty 
thousand pounds storhng over and above 
the hundred aud twelve thousand pounces 
which it was intended by purliament that 
he should receive and rotaia. 

Nor ie it 8imi)ly tho rapacity which has 
thus clutched at and seized fast these 
enormous amounts of what, if they be- 
lieve tho gospel thoy are appointed to 
preach, thoy must hold to be the root of 
all evil, that is to be laid to tha oharge of 
these holy and right reverend men. It 
13 m proof that this very binhop of Dur- 
ham assured tho commisBioners, fourteen 
years ago, that thoro ^-as not tho loa^t 
prospect of the rovonues of tho see cle.ir 
ing t\Yonty-two thousand ayear in future, 
whoronpoB, this assurance being believ- 
ed, and tho bishop's moving picture of 
bis probable impoverishment having had 
its due effect, tho commissioners were in- 
duced to lower, by the amount of a thou- 
sand a-year, tho annual ded uetion to be 
paid from that aeo to ILo fund; and the 
prudent bishop quietly profited, thence- 
forward, to tho amount of between fifteen 
and sixteen thousand a year in place of 
his stipulated eight thousniid. Eurther, 
it is a matter of very strong susj)icioii 
(for everything in relation to tho seo of 
London is a mystery, and Sydney Suiitli 
appears to have beon nearest the truth 
when ho averred that the real amounts of 
its revenues was only known to the man 
who received them) that tho returns made 
t'o parliament by Bishop Blomfield aro 
deijlorably inexact, and that tho income- 
tax commissioners have grave reason to 
complain of inadequate sums sot down ia 
their books as representing the bishop's 
incomings. Is it uncharitable to assume 
that this charge mat/ bo true, when, on 
Doctor Blomfield's own showing, it i» 
manifest that for years, he his been re- 
taining annually more than double the 
sum which ho declared fourteen years 
ago was amply snthciont for a bishop of 
London to enjoy ? or, in other words, to 
borrow Sir Benjamin Hall's figures, has 
beon pocketing five times more than the 
salary of the prime minister, and n hun- 
dred and fifty-one times more than tbc 
income of the most industrious, most 
meritorious, and most zealous clergyman 
ir the parish where ho mainly rBsidesI 
But if wo may concede that doubt still 
rests on such a case as bis, — in others, 
where the letters of the bishops them- 
selves are evidence against them, saoh a 
plea baa not a pretence to rest npon. 
What are we to say of the bishop of Glou- 
cester, while renewing a letise to bis own 
benefit for three lives which bj every 
moral consideration of propriety or de- 
cency ought to have passed into the 
hands of tho commission for the uses of 
the Churoh, and while conscious at the 
same time of retaining tba sum of nearly 
a thousand pounds in exoesa.of his stixi- 
ulated income and exclusive of the man- 
or so leased — what nro we to saj of his 
pleading with tho commissionera against 
an asscHsment of Qovon hundred a year.in 
terms that might only bo justifiable if ac- 
tual destitution were impending over 
him ? What are we to say of the bishop 
of Worcester, while ccnscions of the re- 
tention of nearly eleven thousand pounds 
lU execs:) of the seven years' income 
which the act of jiarliiitnent meant him 
to receive, meinoriaJ i;',i n g tho eomiiiie- 
sion to to tho effect that lie apprehended 
a defalcation of income that would "ut- 
terly prevent him fulfilling, as he would 
wish to do, Ihoso oHices of charity and 
hospitality that belong to his position in 
tho church;" ciiuining tiiai a lower de- 
diictio.i than their asses.siuent should be 
made, or that nothing but "judgmect and 
and a writ of execution" ehoiihl compel 
him to submit to ii, throi^tening to bring 
upon them even his brother Pepys the 
chancellor; and at last, when driven tc 
desperation by the apparent fnrniness of 
his hard-hearted creibtors, exhildting 
what he calls tho "hardship and injiis 
tico" of compelling him to do right, by 
examples of tho instancas in whio'.i other 
right reverend brethren hud bean allow- 
ed to do wrong!! "It appears," he says, 
"by the returns piosonted to the Hoase 
of Commons laet session that the average 
recoi|)ts of the bishop of Durliaiii, for tlio 
last seven vears, havo been £lI,7'.t'J, in 
stead of £8', 0(10; those of the lato bishop' 
of Ely, i.'(J,772, iiistea<l .Ci.GOU; while the 
Oisiiop of Salisbury, who is not taxed iit 
all, has recinved yearly £7,150, and tie 
bishoj) of Gloucester and Bri.stol,£5,G0(', 
besides his conunendams. Granting there 
fore, that the revenues of tht see of Wor- 
costor have improved , i.s it fair that 1 
should 1)0 denied the benefit of such iin- 
provoincmt when it has been thus allow- 
ed to other bishops ?" Is it fair! Was 
ever pistol presented to the head with 
moro touohlng entreaty." 

I\liglit not some interesting facts con- 
nected with tho .\dniiuistratioii of tbo 
Enilowmont f and of the so-called C'dinrch 
of England in this Provinoo be elir.it»'Ll 
wore thoro an E 'cleaiastic^i (!ommis:>ion 
to be appointed to enquire into the same ?
